in all its moods, Bathroom plungers 
and plastic bowls imitate the sound 
of horses walking and running, To 
-get thunder, he works with a lemon 
squeezer. 


You name the sound and Tonino 


Cacciuttolo, Italy's top sound effects 
man, will come up with it, Working 
in a small ?fud!e with assorted mi- 
crophones, T-nino dubs in the sound 
effects heard in most Italian films/ 
including American films made in 
Italy. 


The secret of his ability is a pile of 


what looks like junk. Besides the 
bag of salt, plungers, plastic bowls 
and lemon squeezer, there also are 
such items as a piece of chain, an 
old revolver, men and women's 
shoes, various sized bells, a car door 
latch, a fork and assorted pieces of 
wood and metal. 


Born in Naples in 1918, where 


his father was a stage technician, 
young Tonino studied drawing to 
become a scenographer. But some 
movie producers heard of his skill 
at producing sounds, hired him, and 
soon he was established in a new 
field. 


Tonino uses common, everyday 


objects to create his sounds, sup- 
plementing these with his hands, 
feet and n:outh. The incredible thing 
is that everything he needs to create 
all these r.ounds fits into a small 
overnight bag that he carries with 
him to the |ob.

"Who built his own t r a i n i n " facility? Walt- 


er O'Malley. 


"Who built, his own golf course for his 


players'? Walter O'Malley. 


"Who has served longer on baseball's executive committee 


than any other man in'history? Walter O'Malley." 


Of course, that leads to another question which O'Malley 


prudently skips over. Who is the man who runs baseball? 


Walter O'Malley. 
At least, that's the popular belief. He can't admit it. In 


this general airing of his views on baseball, this is how 
O'Malley reacted to it:

Jockeys Doctor Has Right Formula 


NEW YORK—( N E A l— 


Some people might argue that 
it would be more practical to 
have psychiatrists at the race 
track than physicians. 


The Jockeys' Guild, how- 


ever, doesn't b e l i e v e that 
theory. 


Twenty-five years ago. the 


guild a s k e d Dr. Alexander 
Kaye to act as an adviser on 
medical matters. Today, Dr. 
Kaye still is advising—with- 
out pay. 


And no one in racing is 


closer to the jockeys than the 
pleasant 68-year-old surgeon. 


"I don't think I attended 


the races a half-dozen times 
before I became associated 
with the Jockeys' Guild," Dr. 
Kaye said. "But I began com- 
ing out to the track . . . and I 


liked what I saw. I used to 
do a lot of free clinic work 
anyway, so I devoted myself 
to the racing industry as a 
hobby and have felt richly 
rewarded by the experience. 


"We deal most closely with 


the jockeys r i d i n g in New 
York, but I also review the 
X rays for virtually every 
serious 
i n j u r y 
to riders 


throughput the country. When 
a case fails to make satisfac- 
tory progress, I usually bring 
the boy to Physicians Hospital 
(in New York) so I can look 
in on the t r e a t m e n t per- 
sonally. 


"As a rule these boys are in 


excellent physical shape. They 
couldn't ride if they were not 
in top condition, and a well- 
conditioned body usually re- 


sponds to treatment faster 
than the normal nonathlete." 


The most common injuries 


to jockeys are fractured col- 
larbones. 


Dr. Kaye explained why: 
"The boys derive most of 


their power and ability to con 
trol their mounts from their 
shoulders and upper arms. We 
are very c a r e f u l in any 
surgery we may perform to 
take this into account, to try 
to give them complete use of 
the important m u s c l e s and 
bones without restriction.

Morse and 
Johnson Like 
In-Fighting

WASHINGTON (AP) - If the 
criticism 
stimulates, Sen. 


Wayne Morse must keep the 
President bubbling. The Oregon 
Democrats can't stand Lyndon 
B. Johnson's Viet Nam policy. 
Johnson seems to be doing 
Morse good, too. 


The senator tells about a re- 


cent conversation with the Pres- 
ident: 


Johnson: "Wayne, I've never 


seen you look so healthy. What 
is your secret?" 


Morse: 
"Mr. President, 


you're the secret. Your foreign 
policy so agitates my adrenal 
glands that they wash out my 
blood stream two or three times 
a day. There's nothing better 
than that for your health." 


Mbrse has said tougher things 


to and about Johnson but they 
get along. And politician John- 
son never lets the criticism get 
in the way of his using Morse 
when he thinks Morse can help 
him. 


Morse was rough on Pesldent 


John F. Kennedy, too, probably 
never rougher than in the I960 
presidential primaries when he 
called Kennetiy a "phraseologiT 
cal liberal who doesn't vote the 
way of his party and suggested 
his voting record was so nonli- 
beral he should have been in the 
opposition party. 


Kennedy, like Johnson, rolled 


with the punches, and was even 
good-natured about them. In his 
book about Kennedy's preslden* 
cy, "A thousand Days" Arthur 
Schlesinger Jr., describes Ken-- 
nedy's reaction in the primary 
days: 


"Half the time Wayne claps 


me on the shoulder and congrat^ 
ulates me; the other half he de- 
nounces me as a traitor to liber* 
alism and an enemy of the 
working class." 


Knowing Morse's long experi- 


ence in labor disputes, Kennecjy 
in 1963 named him chairman of 
a board which settled a month- 
long longshoremen's strike. 


Relations between Morse and 


President 
Dwight 
D. 
EJSgn- 


hower were practically nonex- 
istent. Morse not only turned 
against the general in the J9{$ 
campaign but dropped out OJ the 
Republican party, later became 
a Democrat, severely 
Eisenhower, and even 
he quit the presidency for
